Brown Brother*, With Wright and Leslie, Reach All-McGill 
Doubles Finale After Brilliant Play Yesterday — Meet 

at 11.30 a.m. Perry Made Fine Showing, but Lost 

to Wright in Semi-Finals Leslie Off Form and Lost 

to Ham Singles Final at 10 To-day. 



A fair-sired crowd watched McGill 
clinch the tennis championships for 
is autumn. The players experienced 
roe.ious weather for tennis. H vas 
cold and bleak, the coldness being in- 
tensified by a chill wind which was 
at its height during thr- morning-. 
However. It was a triumphant day for 
McGill, lor as a result five out of 
the six men fijrurrnE in finals to-day 
bear McGill colours. The exception 
is Ham of Toronto 'Varsity, who won 
the right to play off with Jack Wright 
by boating Leslie of McGill, yesterday 
morning. This game will he played .it 
ten o'clock this morning, and wijl be 
reftreed hy C. S. Bann. first Vice- 
Ipresident of the Province of Quebec 
Lawn Tennis Association. The doubles 
final will be staged at 11. SO this morn- 
ing, when 'Wright and Leslie mfet the 
Hrown brothers in an all-McGili final 
That game will be refereed by John 
M. Miller, president p. Q. L. T. A. 

The two Binaries matches played 
yesterday morning were watched bv 
an interested crowd. Both games end- 
ed surprisingly. Though both games 
were due to start at 10.30, the game, 
twoen Perry and Nunns, did not 
until ^levon. and the Leslie-Ham 
match was not under way until 11.1». 
Nunns was rather favoured to win 
from Perry, but the slighter McGill 
man was at the best of his form, 
nnd Nunns. who is junior champion 
of Canada, was eventually heaten af- 
ter a close battle. Nunns appeared to 
be slightly over-confident, though 
this may have been due to nervous- 
ness. The score was C-<. 3-C, 6-4. 

Ham was not expected to win from 
Leslie, but he pluyed » wonderfully 
good game, and returned the McGill 
man's hard shots with apparent ease. 
There was little doubt that Leslie 
was not playing up to form. He miss- 
ed many ordinary drives, and slewed 
up in play several times. Compared 
with his usual brilliant game, he seem- 
ed to be in hall-form. Even as it was 
Leslie made by no means a disgrace- 
ful showing and he forced the C of 
T man to play bin hardest. Ham won 
0-1, 0-2. 

However. Perry's wonderful show- 
ing in the morning did not see him 
through to the finals, for he met the 
redoutable Wright later on and lost, 
after playing a fine exhibition, by the 
score of 0-3. 0-1. Tliis brougb Wright 
into the finals match, which he will

The brothers Brown played excel- 
lent tennis but met with worthy op- 
position in Jones nnd McLachan In the 
first doubles match of the morning. 
The latter pair, who hail from Qucn's. 
forc; x d the winners to a game deuce 
several times in the. first sot, event- 
ually dropping it 9-7. In the second 
set they weakened and were beaten 
2-6. 

Purcell and McBurnay. of Osgoodo 
Hall, won a good game from the 
Lyons brothers, of Toronto Univer- 
sity. 6-S. 6-1. 

This afternoon, devoted entirely to 
doubles brought little change in the 
weather; if anything it was slightiv 
c oidcr. 

The first two matches to be played 
were McGill vs. Queens, and versus 
University of Montreal, both semi- 
finals. In the former. Jack Wright and 
Charlie Leslie were against Gillespie & 
Sexton- Prom the start there whs 
rtsjly little doubt as to McGlll's vic- 
tory over her less experienced oppo- 
nents. Queens put up a game fight, 
losing 1-0, 1-6. to Wright and Leslie 
who will play tomorrow at 11.30 A 
M. in the finali. 

Nunns and Ham. of Varsity met 
Pllon and Gelinas of the University 
of Montreal, in the latter match. Th««e 
too were rather unevenly matched 
for the loping French team were up 
against two of Vat-shy's best players. 
It must be remembered that Nunns is 
the Canadian Junior Champion this 
year. The Varsity men both played 
very steady games, and with their 
good team work, were not compelled 
to stretch themselves to win by C-3,

Immediately afterwards, Leslie and 
Wright came on again playing Pur- 
cell and McBttrney of Osgoode Hall, 
the Law school of Toronto. The two 
men from the Queen City played 
steady gam*, but were no match for 
McGlll's strong team which won 6-2 
0-1. 

From the standpoint of a contest 
perhaps the besi game of the after 
noon was that between Nunns and 
Ham of Varsity, and Brown and 
Brown of McGill. It held the inter 
est of a large crowd to 'he very last 
minute, despite the fact that it was 
becoming quite cold and disagreeable

The nnl.'w they mode, while it did not 
cause a panic in downtown areas, nt. 
least pervadod the whole building and 
could bo beard as far as Strathcona 
Hall In exuberant moments. 

A front-page headline In the "Dally" 
yesterday and variotui forcible re- 
minders inflicted on 1'reshmcn by 
Sophomores of all faculties, failed to 
create much further Interest. How- 
ever, those that were there did good 
work, especially the band, who played 
to their utmost, and turned In the 
best performance of tho season. They 
were the life of the practice. O vet- 
twenty men, a hundred-per-ccnt at- 
tendance, led the singing, and at no 
time dl,d the loud votcos of the root- 
ers themselves, down the band. And 
the rootcra applied themselves, well 
to their noisy task. 

All the regular songs were practic- 
ed, including tho Alma Mater Hymn, 
".lames McGill", and other on the pro- 
gramme. Yells of the other universit- 
ies were practiced, and th-> explosive 
R. M. C. roar was rendered in appro- 
priate style. Such effusions as "There 
ain't no flics on us" were also shout- 
ed. J 

Meanwhile the billard rooms and the 
cafeteria downstairs were filled. If 
only a crowd could have rounded up 
those, delinquents and made them 
yell for their lives, the Union would 
have crashed to the ground with the 
vibration . 

The rooters band wilt lead the 
"Thundering Thousands" to the 
Stadium this afternoon. The parts- 
will lino up on the campus, and led 
by the bund, will procee.d towards the 
scene of combat. Kvery tinder 
graduate of the University who In- 
tends to see the game is requested to 
come lo the campus and take part In 
Iho routlpg from the start, because 
an undergrnduate who can yell is 
three times as useful as one who 
can't, fur encouragement act as a 
wonderful stimulus to the mighty men 
who lira to uphold tho honour of the 
lintvornity. While the attendance at 
Hoot ors' practice lias boon as usual, 
disappointing thero Is no reason that 
the turnout at the tame should bo that 
way, for there is an additional at- 
traction. 

The young ladles who Intend to 
shout for the Collegians will join tho 
forces of the male body en route to 
iho Hta.iHuiu ami H their soprano 
ebullitions are heard above tho rau- 
cous shouts of the men, the lutter will 
be In tho most abject humiliation.

In the biggest and best attended In- 
tercollegiate Track Meet that has ''ver 
bn«n h«ld by Canadian Universities 
tho Rod and White rolled up a score 
of slxly-slx points and won for the 
B'.*venth consecutive lime, the Track 
championship. Conditions for the mo.jt 
were not altogether ideal with th" 
slow track and the iow temperature, 
but there was little or no wind. Per- 
haps a large crowd of spectators as- 
sembled at this meet than at any pr - 
vlous time, the gathering numbering 
more than two thousand. Tn the even- 
ing the teams from McGill. Toronto. 
Queen's and Western tasted of King- 
ston hospitality when .hey were the 
guests of the Klngstunians at dinner. 

The McGill team on the whole was 
very much stronarT than last year, 
and although faced with the stiffe.-.t 
kind of opposition overcame the!.- op- 
ponents in masterly fashion. At times 
the crowd were furnished with thrills 
that they will r member for a long 
time. In a brand new even: in inter- 
collegiate track, the .lavelln Throw 
Gaboury of McGill startled everybody 
when he hurled th^ weapon a distance 
of US feet and two inches. The au- 
thorities say that this is a record that 
will stand for a long time. In the thre.; 
mile race Gofôrth, formerly of Toronto 
and now of McGill ran shoulder to 
shoulder with Turnbull of Varsity for 
lie last quarter of a rr.i'.e untip in the 
last few yards, the Varsity man f il- 
tered and lost the race by about 
twenty feet. Pierce won his events in 
the hurdles with apparent case, and 
equaled in the 120 yard High Hurdles 
his record of sixteen and one fifth 
seconds. In the 320 yard Low Hurdles, 
a new event. Pierce set a record it 
twenty-seven and two fifths seconds. 
Perhaps one of the gauu'st exhibitions 
in the entire meet was put on by 
Consiglio in the High Hurd'.es. In this 
race he put his knee out of joint, 
severely strained a tendon and cut 
his hand, but he managed to crawl 
across the finishing line in third 
place. In the pule Vault Consnglio. 
who «a» tk 'd wllh Gaboury tor first 
place, gave way to th- latter so tha 
Gaboury might be fresh for tho two

NOVA SCOTIA UNES 
TO BE SUBSIDIZED 

Will Bring Relief to Thous- 
ands of People 

The Province of Nova Scotia will 
claim tile attention of the Canadian 
Parliament when it meets on Wediu*- 
duy evening for the second session. 
Tho government has been loud in :ii 
plaint that H serves the people and the 
legislation which la being introduced 
would sooiii to show thai the claim is 
being well mot. 

An act is to be introduced tor tb.' 
subsidising ot the Nova Scotian coal 
mines. Tho pooplc of the Sixstcrn pro. 
vlnooa have assorted that thoy have no: 



been fairly used by the other provinces 
of Confederation. Undoubtedly they 
have had some grounds for grievance 
but if the government is successful in 
passing this measure a great source of 
this irritation will be removed. 

At present the mines find that thoy 
are unable to keep open, and yet the 
closing of them will throw thousands 
of people out of work. It is a time for 
the government to act and act nuickly 
if the Uluonosc industries are to be 
maintained 

The Canadian Industrial interests 
will rejoice greatly at this very con- 
crete expression of the fact that Par- 
liament is back of thorn in this endea- 
vour to keep our manufacturers open 
during these critical years. It is an op- 
portunity for Canadian voters to ral- 
ly and show their confidence in safe 
and Niuio government .

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TOWN AND GOWN. 



University students seem to be agreed that a greater "spirit" 
exists at p. college situated in a small town than at one which is 
bjried in the hcatt of a large and busy city. The reasons advanced 
are that there are :oo many distractions in large cities, while in the 
small university town, the college itself is the town. In (he lut- 
ter case, it is suggested, the student must cither lake part in Uni- 
versity activities or do nothing at all. The resulting college spirit, 
.though possibly somewhat forced at first, develops very quickly 
in regard on the part of the student for his Alma Mater that is 
without a doubt difficult of duplication. 

Our own University, situated in Canada's Metropolis, a city 
of a million souls, has for many years suffered from a mild, and 
•■' on few occasions, severe attack of lack of college spirit. But 
though, undoubtedly Montreal offers many attractions to the stu- 
dent, who being only human, must be tempttd by some of them, 
little excuse can be offered by a McGill man for going down- 
town to spend the larger part of his entertainment. Right here 
nt the University, right here in our own Union, there is provided 
at least seventy-five per cent, of the diversion that the average stu- 
dent needs. To mention only a few things that are offered, he 
may eat, play billiards, dance either informally or formally, pro- 
cure his smokes, read the latest magazines, enjoy afternoon tea to 
the melodious strains of a jazz band composed entirely of college 
rtudents. And he may do all these things in the company of his 
fellow students in a strictly college atmophere, and a lower ex- 
penditure than would be required if he went down-town. He may 
listen to instructive talks by the .blest men of the cour.tr>-. he may 
Mcend inter eo'legiate debates, or himself debate- it he is so inclined, 
and an interesting field of work is offered him on the college news- 
I -paper. And this neglects entirely the invaluable opportunities 
..awaitiag him on the athletic field. The only thing not yet pro- 
vided are moving pictures and legitimate theatricals; these are very 
necessary, but should only occupy a comparatively small portion 

I of the student's off-hours .

As great a separa- 
tion of town and gown as possible would be productive of magni-

Teaching by means o4 correspon- 
dence has grown in popularity as i« 
shown by the larpe numto?r of stu- 
dents enrolled during the past fiscaJ 
year In the extension teaching divi- 
sion of the University. 
. During tie twelve months period 
ending August 31, 1924. there w»s a 
total of 5.026 students registered for 
the various one-third courses offered. 
i ThiB Is an increase of 1,298 over the 
number of students enrolled during* 
the iirevious twelve months period. 
Steady Increase 
Thert has been a steady increase 
:n the number of students in the ex- 
tension teaching division since that 
branch of the University warç estab- 
lished. Most of thesç students taka 
the correspondence instruction as a 
means of obtaining college credh. Jt 
has become a very commun practice 
during the last few years especiallr. 
for many students to take advantage 
uf the correspondence courses offer- 
ed to shorten their time in residence 
at the University. During the vaca 
tion period they are able to work off 
a number of credits in this way. 

The enrollment of correspondence 
.-•udents is so large that it requires 
;i teaching staff numbering 62 to car- 
ry on the instruction work. The cour 
ses which an; offered by the exten- 
f\:.n leaching division embrace nearly 
. very branch of study at the Univer- 
sity. It is stawd by the registrar of 
i he division, that freshman English 
is most in demand on the pait of 
students. 

Correspondence students of the U 
niversity »l Texas are not by any 
means confined to young men and 
women who reside in tbU «tu te. Korne 
uf those students live sis for *■»' 
- r y Alaska. Othera make their hom< 
in Mexico and in various suites of 
this country. Recently the registrar 
received an Inquiry from a young 
man in Jndia who wanted in£orniatl?n 
in regard to taking engineering by 
tr.eans of correspondence. 

No Entra net Examination 

No entrance examination is re'julr- 
ed of applicants for correspondence 
courses.: but, before allowing u *tv 
dentt to register for a cours', the Uni- 
versity requires that certain informa- 
lion be furulskcd upen u formal up- 
pllcatlon blank, and reserves the ritrht 
to reject the application- Keglslra- 
llon for wrrtsp-->ndence courses mpy 
take place at any tluic. The registra- 
tion foe f.or each correspondence 
course which is iwuit) to one-third of 
a regular University course is li- 
able in advance.

available funds for dovelopinenl, wo 
have saddled oursolvoa with mi In- 
credible burden of debt. To set Can- 
ada again on (he path of proirreiw and 
prosperity wo need mi nrmwixntlon 
Tnr superior to that which was needed 
when the work was small an d com. 
parntlvcly easy. To form slu .|i an or- 
ganization we need men. and nio„ of 
the moat h\ghly cducntod type, men 
who cannot be found anions univer- 
sity graduates. The members of a 
Cabinet are. it is true, responsible for 
the conduct of (he nation's affairs, 
but their departments require the ser- 
vices of hghly trained experts In or- 
der to function efficiently, X„ gen- 
eral would th.'nlt of directing: an army 
without staff officers; he would never 
have time for the thousand technical 
details nor tor th 0 direction of those 
services whVh must be carried on 
continuously, It is for him to point, 
out the result to be obtained, to di. 
root and to control. It is for his staff 
to correlate and co-ordinate the ne- 
cessary work, to combine It with the 
scrvVes of supply, communication 
ami all such necessary adjuncts, so 
that the entire operation will proceed 
smoothly and successfully, 

Tt was lone agro found in Croat 
Britain that a most important essen- 
tial to the success of a democratic 
government. Involving; as it does fre- 
quent changes of control, was a high, 
ly qualified and highly organized per- 
manent political staff. The man who 
wishes to enter the service of the 
State in England; ! n the upper grade 
of what js known as class A of the 
Civil Service. m u st pass an examin- 
ation requiring not only the posses- 
sion of a university degree, but a 
very high standard of learning. It js, 
for example, a well-known fact t''at 
that the best linguists among Kng- 
1'shmen are. as a rule, to be found in 
the diplomatic service, that among 
the most highly qualified scientists 
are those employed in varous govern- 
ment departments, that the senior 
members of the permanent staff of 
the Foreign Off oe are men who have 
a long and thorough acquaintance 
with the course of work! politics. 

It would be quite impossible for 
any Minister, elected and appointed 
according to our present method, to 
carry on without the information and 
assistance which such a staff is able 
to give him. The fact that the re- 
sponsible member of the Cabinet has 
obtained the confidence of his coun- 
trymen is warrant that he may be 
trusted to give wi se consideration to 
matters that come befor e him and to 
render decisions j n accord with the 
policies of his government. He can- 
not, however, give such consider- 
ation without being made acquainted 
with all the facts a.t iasue, and with- 
out the fullest possible appreciation 
of the bearing of one question upon 
another. It is to furnish him with 
these requisites that the permanent 
staff of his department exists. With 
the tremendous development of Can- 
ada, with the st II greater develop- 
ments for which we must look in the 
future, has come the necessity for a 
Government Service such as can cf. 
ficlently fill our needs, and »uoh n 
service can only be supplied by those 
who have a thorough university 
training, directed toward the career 
which they have selected. i„ the fu- 
ture development of the Univers'ty it 
will be necessary to make the fullest 



provision for tho tra iling of men for 
the service of the stale. ■ 

In the strictly NClentifio brnnohun 0 t 
the Civil Service Hie University has 
already supplied ninny whose work 
for I be country has been ,if tl»« til 
most value. ,\Vo hope thai i win | m 
the part of the Facility of ,\rt B tu hir- 
lUsh for the political starr „f ( |,„ D „. 
mfnlon and the provinces, men wh 
will play it ,-eal part In tho prog less 
of the country. 

The duly of Iho University nH re- 
gards lite provision of skilled slnfr 
for departments or the Stale, Is only 
il specialized form of lis duty l„ tb u 
country at large. No University 
should lie merely a place where tin. 
undergraduate obtains a certain mo 
dlçiiiii of learning. No iinilergrndimto 
should leave our doors without Hie 
realization thai lie Is a member of 
community, that he has some respon- 
sibilities to others than hlnwicf.. The 
undergraduate who realizes Hint Uio 
University Is Itself „ stale In uiliila- 
turo, who takes the greatest posslliU 
advantages of tho opportunities I'm 
team-work, will In his afler |lfo reap 
tile greatest advantages from his 
training, and will lie of the greatest 
value to his fellows. 
, There are in this respect two very 
different types of institution lying, 
as It were, at the end of a very Ion;; 
scale of colleges and universities, 
each of which tends more or Iohs to- 
wards one or other extreme. On the 
one hand we have Oxford nod Cum • 
I.Tidge, where the Individu»; is almost 
completely sulxirdlnntod t n his college 
and to his university. Dons and un- 
dergradtuos form a completely homo- 
genous whole. The undergraduate':! 
actions, his words, even his thoughts 
are very largely governed by a very 
clearly developed public feeling as to 
what should or should not be done. 
The "slacker" in his work is not 
highly regarded, the "slacker" In un- 
dergraduate activities does not ex- 
ist, the student who fails to live up 
to the traditions of his college and 
serve it in the best way possible :s 
"ragged" oJ" ostracized. A man is 
judged far less by What he knows 
than by what he is. It may bo Hint 
such a system goes too far In one 
direction, that the tyranny of what 
are in reality class customs is ex- 
cessive, that the undergraduate tends 
to conform too much to one pattern, 
but at least the man who completes 
his course is one who has hud con- 
tact with his follows, has learned to 
deal with men and t 0 serve his coun- 
try- At the opposite end of our scnlo 
we find institutions which arc 
"knowledge factories" constructed on 
a coiossal scale, where "individual 
liherty" and "academic freedom" 
have become nothing m.oro tha>. 
much-abused catch- word's. 

If there Is one aim that McGill 
cherishes more than any other, ir 
there is one object which has been 
constantly before her eyes, it is that 
she may serve the country to thu 
best of her power. If we are lo suc- 
ceed in this, erery member of the 
University, teacher and undergra- 
duate alike, must share in a greater 
purpose than tho production of skil- 
led individuals; we must keep in view 
und ever strive towards the high 
Ideals of national duty.
